This 33-month study of special education services and their

This study collected eri^irital dat^ on services provided and ^ - 
costs from a nationwide sample of local and intermediate educa- 
tion agencies* The gan(i>Corporation analysts visited each agency 
and collected the data during interviews to enhance the interdis- 
Jrict comparability of the data collected. The sample included 
all programs prWiding all types of .special education and related 
Services within each of 50 local education agencies and their 25 
affiliated intermediate or cooperative regional education, agen- # 
cies in 14 states. The states arid- localities were selected pro- 
babilistically to be representative on varicnis dimensions. [1] The 
data were collected for a 12-month period that included the ^

The study explicitly provide? data on variations dxi cost due 
to differences in handicapping conditions and educational place- 
ments.

The data in this file are gener^ally for "related services" 
personnel such as speech therapists, psychologists, nurses, and 
social workers.

The expenditure data on cards S99-908 has been carefully 
translated from the many different formats used by the education 
agencies into one common format ior all of the education agencies 
so that the data would be comparable betweei) agencies. 

For each type of expend iturey^hovm in the outline above 
(such as "district administrati^c^^ , three groups of cards exist: 
one for regular e4ucatioiI, one fpt special education, and one for 
other categorical population program^ expenditures. Expenditures 
coded on special education cards are all devoted to the education 
of handicapped children. All special education teachers* and 
aides* .salar*ies are coded there, for example, independently of 
whether they are paid out of a "special education" account or 
not. However, some of the expenditures coded on regular educa- 
tion cards also are for the education>of handicapped children 
(such as the expenditures for the regular .education teachers who 
serv^ handicapped children in regular education, cldfeses , and the 
expenditures for related services personnel serving handicapped 
children). The portions, of various types of expenditures on the 
regular^ education cards that are spent serving handicapped chil- . 
dren must be calculated using information appearing* in the 
teacher interview data file-; the retated service data fi^fe, and 
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elsewhere in the district data file. The results of these calcu- 
lations will appear in a subsequent Rand report. Expenditures 
coded on the "other categorical" program cards ate those in 
accounts earmarked for programs sutll^as bilingual and compensa- 
tory education. In general these "other categorical" fimds ai^e 
*for the added cost above the cost of regular education for pro- 
grams serving categorical target populations of students other 
than handicapped students. If "other categorical" fimdswere 
used for the education of handicapped children (such as paying 
some special education teachers with compensatory education 
fun43)i then we transferred the e^qfenditu^es to the special edu- 
catl^ card^ and indicated the amount of the transfer.
